Conferences such as this one have been held throughout the 
country over the last 18 months under the sponsorship of The Ford 
Foundation and other major newspapers. Among these sponsoring 
pacers have been the Boston Globe, the Washington Post, the Chicago 
Tribune and the Denver Post. 

Attending the conferences have been representatives from 
the news media, government, the bar and the bench. 

The conference consists of three sessions of three hours 
each over a weekend, with two on Saturday and the last one on Sunday 
morning. Each of the sessions is led by a law professor who has had 
previous experience in running such a session. All proceedings are 
completely off the record, although for archival purposes The Ford 
Foundation has been making recordings of the sessions. 

The Socratic method is employed and the discussion is based 
on hypothetical cases distributed to the participants in advance. The 
"interlocutors " at our conference will be Professors Arthur Miller 
and Charles Nesson of the Harvard Law School, and Professor Benno 
Schmidt of the Columbia Law School. 

Although the cases have not been set at this moment, they 
will raise major issues of policy on matters presently causing conflicts 
between the news media and the law, most probably in such areas as 
right of privacy, national security and fair trial -free press. 
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Under the proposed format, there would be 35 participants 
in the conference and 40 observers. The participants respond to 
questions asked by the law professors, who do occasionally ask 
questions of observers. Of course, observers are free to volunteer 
comments as they wish. 

These conferences have been uniformly successful and, 
generally, have surprised the participants at the depth and intensity 
of the discussion. At earlier sessions, participants have included 
Mr. Justice Potter Stewart, William Colby, Kay Graham, Robert Bork, 
Paul Reardon and many others. 

We are inviting you because of the importance to all of us of 
tne many unresolved questions in the conflicts which arise between the 
government and the law. We hope that, through discussion of these 

issues, we may seek a better understanding of the problems all of us 
iace in this area.

Upon registration, Friday morning April 9 , each 
delegate receives a private portfolio containing all 
necessary stationery and legislative supplies for the 
weekend. 

The delegates then attended a joint sessions of the 
House and Senate featuring an address by a prominent 
national political figure. In the past notable speakers such 
is Congressman Richard Ottinger, Congresswomen Bella 
Abzug, and New York City Mayor John V. Lindsay have 
addressed our group. 

After this reception and a catered lunch, dele- 
gates organize their own political parties and draft 
platforms. The afternoon is spent in committee ses- 
sions. The twenty committees range in scope from 
Foreign Affairs to Public Health and Welfare. Here 
students are introduced to parliamentary rule and 
the legislative process. During these hours of debate 
problems in delegates’ bills are ironed out. Political 
parties become powerful as they threaten to hold up 
legislation in committee. In the face of such political 
realities radical ideas are compromised. 

While dinner may satisfy the stomachs of our 
delegates, we never seem to satiate their appetite for 
debate. The legislators labor in committee session 
until late in the evening, and deal with as much of 
their busy agenda as possible. After this long legis- 
lative day New Rochelle members of this organiza- 
tion and other concerned residents open their doors 
and refrigerators to visiting delegates.
